We’re living in a pleather economy. Everyone’s cutting back. Fashionistas have 
become recessionistas. Sensible is in. And with the holidays upon us, you’re 
probably wondering how much you want (or can afford) to spend this year. 

’Tis the season to be frugal. If the prospect of inexpensive gifts has you 
feeling guilty or depressed, get over it. 


“This is not the year for extravagance,” 
psychologist Dr. Daniela E. Schreier said. 
“Certainly if you can afford it, more power to 
you— don’t hate the player, hate the game.” 

But really, people, it’s time to get back to 
basics. Who hasn’t complained about the 
commercialization of Christmas? And this 
soft economy is a good excuse to rebel. 

“We often overidentify with what we give,” 
Schreier said, “^ou want people to think, ‘Oh, 
my god, you got me this big thing.’ But this 
isn’t how our relationships are valued. You are 
more than a monetary investment that you’ve 
made in your friends and family” 

Step i: See this as an opportunity to sep- 
arate your self-worth from your income. 
“People think it makes them look bad if they 
don’t have the best of everything,” the doc 
said. “But who is watching you? Have you as 
a person lost any self-worth? Meaning, are 
you a bad person now? In the great scheme of 
things, nothing has changed. It’s still the holi- 
days, it’s just this year you put more thought 
into a smaller item.” 

Step 2: Don’t worry if you’re still feeling 


kind of stinky about the whole thing. “It’s a 
process, OK?” Schreier said. “Be patient, this 
new outlook won’t come overnight.” 

Schreier puts her money where her mouth 
is. 

“For a long time— and I’ve discussed this 
with my clients — I haven’t given gifts. Or if 
I give gifts, they are very small items,” she 
said. “The true value of the holiday is not to 
impress with how much we spend, but how 
much quality time we can share with some- 
body” 

It’s also important to remember that every- 
one is in the same budget-crunching boat 
this year, Schreier said. One banking ana- 
lyst recently called this season “a Wal-Mart 
Christmas.” The National Retail Federation’s 
annual pre-holiday spending survey found 
that people 18-24 plan to spend $50 less on 
gifts than they did a year ago. 

The 2008 money crunch is being “experi- 
enced as a group,” Schreier said, “so it’s easier 
to tolerate when you can share the stress and 
commiserate.”

TIPS FOR GIVING ON A BUDGET 

Let’s get down to the cost-cutting nitty-gritty. 
Beth Pinsker Gladstone, editor of WalletPop 
(walletpop.com) has a few tips. 

» Worried about overspending despite your 
budget? “Put a hundred dollars in your pocket, 
and when it’s gone you go home,” Gladstone 
said. 

» Bring a calculator. “Make sure you’re keeping 
track of what’s going in your cart,” she said. 

» Save all your receipts, and make sure you 
know the store’s return policy. Some retailers 
charge a restocking fee for opened products. 

» Black Friday will not have the best deals, 
according to Gladstone, who is expecting prices 
“to drop consistently up until the holidays.” 

» Don’t expect great service. Many retailers 
have hired fewer seasonal workers this year. 

» If you’re shopping online and not familiar with 
the retailer, make sure you can use PayPal as a 
safety net to protect your credit card number. 
PayPal also will help resolve any disputes. n.m.

How to avoid overspending during the holidays

Now that Thanksgiving has arrived, it’s time to seriously consider your holi- 
day spending. To avoid going overboard, you will need to plan your purchases 
so you won’t get carried away once you hit the stores. More than three-quar- 
ters of adults recently surveyed by Consumer Reports said they intended 
to cut back on holiday spending, often by buying fewer gifts. So you’ll have 
plenty of company Here are tips to prevent overspending. 


Create a budget 

» Draw up a list of everyone you want to buy a 
gift for and the amount you can afford for each 
one. Then stick to it. 

» If money is tight, consider the gift of time, 
such as an offer to baby-sit for parents who 
need a night out, said Trish Lynch, a corporate 
trainer with credit counselor Clearpoint 
Financial Solutions. 

Gifts that save money 

» Consider gifts that will keep costs down 
for the recipients, said Erin Huffstetler, who 
writes the Frugal Living blog, including gas 
cards, a gift card to a favorite store, energy- 
efficient light bulbs, reusable shopping bags, 
battery chargers, reusable water bottles and a 
subscription to a financial magazine, she said. 

Comparison shop 

» Browse online to learn which retailers have 
the best price. 

» If you shop online, look for coupons and free 
shipping. 

Pay with cash 

» After the holidays, add up what you spent 
on gifts, food, travel and other expenses. Then 
divide that by 10, Cunningham said. The result 
will tell you how much you should save each 
month next year to have enough cash on hand 
a year from now for the holidays, she said.

You’re planning to battle the throngs of 
shoppers the day after Thanksgiving, 
a.k.a. Black Friday? Here are some tips: 

» Plan ahead and forget browsing. Sale 
items likely will be sold out if you waste time 
looking for something to catch your eye. 

» Find out early about Black Friday 
discounts. A number of Web sites already 
have gathered that info for you. 

» Check out Black Friday Ads (bfads. 
net) and blackfriday.info. A site like 
dealnews.com also offers info and 
coupons for Black Friday deals, mostly for 
computers and gadgets. 

» A good return policy could be your best 
friend. Find out if the store will refund the 
price difference if the price drops after 
your purchase. Not all stores will do this, 
so make sure you know their policy. 

» Research which stores will price-match 
their competition’s Black Friday sale 
prices. Be sure you have an actual copy 
of the ad to prove that another store is 
indeed offering a discount. 

» Even if the bricks-and-mortar version of 
the store isn’t open when the clock strikes 
midnight, Black Friday sales usually are 
in effect on retailer Web sites. Be sure to 
read the fine print to make sure you’re 
getting the price you want.

Need to quickly scratch a few names off 
your holiday gift-giving list? 

The ever-popular gift card is a surefire 
present that leaves the shopping and 
decision-making to the recipient. 
Gift cards will account for about 


$25 billion in sales, said Ellen Davis, 
vice president of the National Retail 
Federation. 

Despite that huge number, the fed- 
eration expects gift cards to lose some 
of their holiday magic as shoppers cut 
back on spending and grow more wary 
of fees and expiration dates. 

Gift-card sales are expected to 
decline this year by 5.6 percent, 
according to a poll of 8,117 con- 
sumers conducted Nov. 5-11 by 
BIGresearch. 

Last year may have been “the 
peak in use of gift cards,” said Jay 

Scansaroli, senior retail partner 
with financial services firm Deloitte 
LLP. 

Besides tightening their budgets, 
shoppers are increasingly aware 
that tough economic times could 
lead to more retail bankrupt- 


cies— not a plus for gift card holders, 
Scansaroli said. In such cases, retail- 
ers may still honor gift cards, possibly 
at a decreased value, but consumers 
could face fewer shopping outlets and 
picked-over merchandise. Among the 
stores that have filed bankruptcy this 
year— Sharper Image, Circuit City 
and Linens ’N Things. 

He also said that shoppers are aware 
that people are just “over-carded.” 
The survey found consumers saying 
they have on average 5.9 unused cards, 
compared with 3.7 last year. And 14 
percent said it’s unlikely they will ever 
redeem them all. 

Still, those who do receive gift cards 
are expected to redeem them quickly 
this year, Davis said. 

“People really want them,” she said. 
“They’ve been pulling back on discre- 
tionary spending all year.”

Gift card tips 

When buying: Purchase from sources you know and 
trust and read the fine print. Be aware of any purchase 
or spending fees, purchase exceptions and expiration 
dates. 

When giving: Give the recipient the original receipt to 
verify the card’s purchase in case it is lost or stolen. In 
such cases, make a report to the issuer immediately. 
When receiving: Use it right away to reduce the 
chances of loss, reduction in value or retailer 
bankruptcy.
